Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  1894  there  have  been  registered  461 
births  (237  males,  224  females).  The  natural  increase  for  the 
year  is  233. 

The  birth  rate  is  26'27  per  1,000  per  annum,  and  the  rate 
of  mortality  is  12*99  per  1,000  per  annum.  2675  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths  were  children  under  five  years  of  age,  against 
2 1*68  of  last  year.  31*14  per  cent  were  persons  of  65  years 
and  upwards,  against  3775  of  the  year  1893. 

The  rate  of  infant  mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion 
of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  born,  is 
88*93,  against  83*33  1 S93. 

The  rate  of  mortality  of  males  of  all  ages  is  5*13,  and  of 
females  4*95. 

The  death  rate  from  Zymotic  diseases  is  *39  against  *5  of 
last  year.

I  have  tabulated  the  particulars  of  88  cases  of  Infectious 
diseases  notified  during  1894,  against  127  of  1893. 

Smallpox. — Three  cases  have  been  notified.  The  first 
case  was  notified  on  the  14th  of  July,  on  Kerridge.  A  young 
man,  aged  24  years,  was  undoubtedly  suffering  from  this 
disease.  He  had  been  visited  on  the  23rd  of  June  by  a  friend 
from  Newton  Heath,  Manchester,  who  slept  with  him  during 
his  stay  of  several  days.  In  the  course  of  conversation,  the 
latter  told  the  family  that  smallpox  was  very  prevalent  cn 
both  sides  of  the  street,  and  that  they  were  taking  them  away 
daily  to  the  smallpox  hospital.  On  the  17th  July,  a  girl, 
aged  19  years,  who  had  been  living  in  the  same  dwelling,  and

had  taken  this  young  man  about  in  the  neighbourhood  up  to 
the  14th  of  July,  when  the  first  case  was  pronounced  to  be 
smallpox,  at  once  went  to  her  aunt’s  in  Rainow.  Three  days 
afterwards  she  was  taken  ill  there  ;  her  doctor  was  sent  for, 
who  properly  notified  it  to  be  a  case  of  smallpox.  She  was 
then  removed  to  her  home  on  Kerridge  in  a  suitable  carriage, 
in  order  to  be  nursed  by  her  mother,  whose  dwelling  was 
already  infected  by  the  first  case.  On  the  same  day  the  house 
at  Rainow  was  disinfected  by  our  sanitary  inspector.  On  the 
3rd  of  August  the  aunt  was  seized  with  smallpox,  undoubtedly 
traceable  to  the  second  case.  She  was  sent  to  her  brother’s, 
in  a  suitable  conveyance,  at  which  place  the  first  and  second 
cases  were  being  treated.  He,  however,  refused  to  receive  her, 
so  our  Inspector  was  obliged  to  bring  her  back  to  the  house 
she  had  left  in  Rainow,  accompanied  by  her  niece,  now  con¬ 
valescent,  to  nurse  her.  The  whole  of  these  three  cases  were 
mild  and  not  confluent.  Some  of  the  clothing  connected  with 
the  cases  on  Kerridge  was  burnt,  and  the  dwelling  disinfected. 
All  persons  in  the  neighbourhood  willing  to  be  vaccinated 
were  attended  to. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 55  cases  have  been  notified,  of  which 
three  died.  21  cases  occurred  in  the  sub-district  of  Bollington 

Diphtheria. — Six  cases  have  been  notified,  of  which 
two  died. 

Membraneous  Croup. — One  case  in  sub-district  of 
Gawsworth  ;  recovery. 

Typhoid  Fever. — 10  cases  ;  one  death.  Five  of  these 
cases  occurred  in  the  township  of  Kerridge,  and  were  undoubt- 
ably  traceable  to  a  water  supply  which  had  become  contami¬ 
nated  by  flowing  through  a  meadow  over  which  the  subsoil  of 
a  very  old  privy  had  been  spread.  This  supply  was  closed, 
and  another,  conveniently  near,  was  adopted. 

Continued  Sever. — One  case  in  sub-district  of  Bol¬ 
lington  ;  recovery. 

Erysipelas. — Eleven  cases  ;  no  deaths. 

Measles. — Four  deaths. 

Diarrhcea  and  Dysentery. — Two  deaths. 

PHTHISIS.  — 13  deaths  are  due  to  this  disease,  against  12 
of  last  year. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy.- — 35  deaths 
against  42  of  last  year. 

Heart  Disease. — 23  deaths  against  27  of  last  year. 

INJURIES.- — 9  deaths,  against  1  of  last  year. 

All  other  diseases  133,  against  14S  of  last  year.

Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  sixth  annual 
report,  shewing  what  has  been  clone  in  the  District  during  the 


year  1894.

1 1  Sink  and  other  waste  pipes  were  disconnected  from 

drains. 

102  New  house  drains  of  glazed  stoneware  socketted  pipes 
were  laid  where  none  previously  existed,  or  to  replace  inefficient 
ones. 

236  Inlets  to  drains  were  tapped. 

1 1  Defective  W.  Cs.  in  houses  were  replaced  by  more 
efficient  ones. 

63  New  privies  were  built,  and  many  others  re-arranged 
on  better  principles.  This  number  includes  those  provided  at 
6  schools  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Education  Department. 

14  Damp  and  unhealthy  houses  were  improved  by  the 
provision  of  eaves-troughs  and  spouts,  by  removing  soil  from 
against  the  walls  where  it  was  above  the  level  of  the  house  floor, 
by  structural  repairs,  or  by  draining  the  sites.  Many  other 
nuisances  arising  from  blocked  drains,  inefficient  disposal  of 
house  drainage,  defective  yard  paving  about  wells,  the  keeping 
of  swine  and  other  animals,  accumulations  of  house  refuse,  &c., 
were  abated. 

One  notice  only  has  been  served  under  the  provisions 
of  Part  2  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890, 
which  had  the  effect  of  the  house  being  made  habitable. 
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Three  others  which  were  unfit  for  habitation  were  vacated 
without  the  service  of  notices.  Two  of  these  were  re-built  ;  the 
other  remains  untenanted. 

Sulphur  for  fumigation  was  supplied  to  38  houses  after 
cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Four  schools  were  fumigated  after  epidemics  of  measles. 

The  slaughter-houses  were  visited  regularly,  and  generally 
found  clean  and  in  good  order. 

11  certificates  for  19  houses  were  granted  under  the 
Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878. 

16  houses  were  provided  with  new  or  improved  water 
supplies. 

23  samples  of  water  were  handed  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  12  of  which  he  reported  “bad  ”  or  “  very  bad.” 

21  samples  of  water  were  sent  to  the  Analyst. 
Four  of  these  he  could  not  recommend  for  domestic  use.  The 
sources  of  supply  of  two  of  these  have  been  improved,  and 
subsequent  samples  reported  upon  favourably  ;  another  is  not 
used  for  domestic  purposes  ;  the  other  is  now  being  dealt  with. 

I  have  visited,  at  intervals,  the  effluent  outfalls  from  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Chorley  and  at  Fulshaw,  and  which 
discharge  into  streams  in  your  district.  The  effluents  on  each 
occasion  appeared  to  be  satisfactory. 

36  canal  boats  were  inspected  under  the  Canal  Boats 
Act,  1877  and  1884. 

The  boats  were  registered  for  107  adults,  and  carried  60 
men,  17  women,  and  11  children,  a  percentage  of  68’2,  19*3,  and 
1 2*5  respectively,  as  against  62'6,  18*2,  and  19*2  in  the  previous 
year.  Of  the  1 1  children,  nine  were  of  school  age,  two  were  not. 
Of  those  of  school  age,  three  appeared  to  be  receiving  efficient 
education  ;  the  others  were  not  receiving  any.  Several  irregu¬ 
larities  with  respect  to  the  lettering  and  marking  of  the  boats 
were  met  with,  and  were  corrected  in  each  case  on  communi¬ 
cating  with  the  owner.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  was  met 
with,  and  no  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 

19  persons  were  registered  under  the  “  Dairies,  Cowsheds, 
and  Milkshops  Order,  1885.” 

343  persons  are  now  registered.  Most  of  the  premises 
were  visited,  and  were  generally  found  well  kept. 

Plans  of  six  new  houses  were  submitted.  The  buildings 
in  course  of  erection  were  visited  frequently  to  see  that  the  bye¬ 
laws  were  being  adhered  to. 


19 


40  formal  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances,  and  for  the  provision  of  water  supplies. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  an  increase  of  interest  in  their 
household  sanitary  arrangements  on  the  part  of  occupiers  of 
better  class .  houses,  to  the  internal  arrangements  of  which  a 
Sanitary  Officer  is  not  able  to  obtain  access  on  his  own  initiative 
without  being  usually  regarded  as  somewhat  of  a  busybody.  A 
number  of  houses  of  this  class  have  been  overhauled,  and  defects 
found  and  remedied  during  the  past  year. 

It  is  satisfactory  also  to  notice  the  disposition  of  owners 
and  agents  to  comply  with  reasonable  requirements  for  the 
improvement  of  the  general  sanitary  conditions  about  their 
buildings,  as  shewn  by  the  amount  of  work  done  with  the  service 
of  so  few  statutory  notices,  and  without  any  compulsory 
measures  having  to  be  sought.
